She turned 
sharply and dared me to come 
closer, After a moment's hesitation 
I saw the need of quick action, 
Instantly | returned to my saddle 


and just as | swung into place a 
pair of horns was so close they 
almost helped me into the saddle, 
The cow was still chewing on the 
bone, 

This instance gave me my first 
eye-opener as to the need of sup- 
plement to satisfy the cattle'’s crav- 
ing for caleium and‘ phosphorus 
which they found in the bones,
